"Commodity metal" does10

not include precious metals such as gold, silver, or platinum.11

(10) (b)  IN ORDER TO CONTINUE THE ABILITY OF THE STATE TO16

IDENTIFY CAUSES OF COMMODITY METAL THEFT AND PROVIDE REALISTIC17

SOLUTIONS TO THE THEFT PROBLEM, the general assembly further18

encourages law enforcement authorities in the state to report thefts of19

commodity metals occurring within their jurisdictions to JOIN the scrap20

theft alert system maintained by the institute of scrap recycling industries,21

incorporated, or its successor organization, AND TO REPORT THEFTS OF22

COMMODITY METALS OCCURRING WITHIN THEIR JURISDICTIONS TO THIS23

SYSTEM. in order to ensure that persons using the system receive timely24

and thorough information. The general assembly also encourages25

commercial stakeholders affected by commodity metals theft to sign up26

for and participate in the scrap theft alert system.27
